A Bill to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further 
sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the 
service of the financial year 1961-62 for the purposes of Railways. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (Railways) Act, Short title 
1962.

3. The sums authorised to be paid and applied from and out of Appropria¬ 
ble Consolidated Fund of India by this Act shall be appropriated tion * 
for the services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation 
15 to the said year. 

The President has, in pursuance of clauses (1) and (3) of article 117 of the Consti¬ 
tution of India, read with clause ( 2 ) of article 115 thereof, recommended to Lok Sabha 
the introduction and consideration of the Bill.
